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Two New Japanese Spiders ( Gamasomorpha , Oonopidae 
and Leptoneta , Leptonetidae)

Gamasomorpha syarakui n. sp. 

(Japanese name; Syaraku-danigumo) 

Loc. and date : - Tokushima park, Tokushima city. Dec. 13 1965 1 adult male. 

Collector : - Morisato KlUCHl 

Male : Total length 1.65mm. Cephalothorax, length 0.73mm, width 0.40mm. 
Abdomen, length 0.90mm, width 0.53mm, Leg I 2.14mm, (0.67 + 0.37 + 0.47 + 0.40 + 
0.23). Leg II 1.95mm, (0.60 + 0.33 + 1.43 + 0.37 + 0.22), Leg III 1.78mm, (0,57+0.27 + 
0.37 + 0.37 + 0.20). Leg IV 2.44 mm, (0.70 + 0.40 + 0.57 + 0.47 + 0.30). Palp 0.65mm, 
(Trochanter + Femur = 0.06+ 0.09+ 0.27+ 0.23). Eyes ; ratio of major diameters, AL: 
PM:PL = 5.0:3.6:3.5. Ratio of minor diameters, AL:PM:PL=3.5:3.0:3.0. Ratio of inter¬ 
vals, AL-AL = 1.0, AL-PM=0.7, AL-PL=0.3, PM-PM = 0.1, PM-PL = 0.2. Clypeus = 
3.5. 

Color (in alcohol) : - Caphalothorax rusty brown. Celicerae yellowish brown. 
Maxillae and labium dull yellow. Dorsal and ventral scuta of the abdomen yellowish 
brown. Legs brownish yellow. Palp deep reddish brown. Hairs are grey. 

Cephalothorax : Longer than broad and cephalic part narrowing in front. Both 
sides with many longitudinal stripes. Basal part slopes rapidly backward with its 
end recurved. Carapace joined to sternum by chitinous strips passing between the 
coxae. Cephalic suture and radiating grooves are absent. From near the posterior 
lateral eyes to the back there are two parallel rows of hairs. Eyes: Six in number, 
oval in shape. Anterior eyes the largest and separated from each other by less than 
a half of the radius. Row of posterior eyes straight as seen from above, Procurved 
as seen from front. Clypeus shorter than the diameter of anterior eyes. Chelicerae 
slender, without teeth. Maxillae inclined inwards and converging in front. Labium 
broader than long, triangular in shape. Sternum longer than broad 11:9 in ratio, 
with 3 pairs of deep lateral depressions. 

Abdomen: Long oval in shape. Dorsal and ventral scuta with no pattern but with 
short hairs. Dorsal scutum covers all the abdomen. Ventral scuta fused into one 
shield, is about 7/8 as long as the length of the abdomen. Basal part of the spin¬ 
nerets armed with a brownish ring. Legs : Order of length 4123, with hairs but no 
spine. Each tarsus with an onychium, bearing two claws and several hairs. Palp 
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abnormal. Femur fused to trochanter and dull yellow in color. Patella connected 
with middle part of the tibia. Tibia very large and oval in shape. Cymbium remark¬ 
ably degenerated and bulb armed with many short dorsal spines.

This species agreeing with Gamasomorpha simoni Berland, 1914 and G. berlandi 
Simon et Fage, 1922. But can be distinguished by sternum (with 3 pairs of lateral 
depressions, without keel-liked projections) and the bulb (tip of the bulb armed 
with the hooks). 

Discussion : Palp of the male of these species with five segments, and basal 
segment has been styled femur by Berland, Simon and Fage. Author made a survey 
of the transparent microscopic slide of the palp of G. syarakui . He ascertained that 
the basal segment with a septum (fig. 4). Because of this fact, basal segment 
consists of trochanter and femur. 


Leptoneta iriei n. sp. 

(Japanese name ; Irie-mashiragumo) 

Loc. and date : - Tsubaki cave, Kumamoto prefecture. Aug. 25 1965 
1 adult male.

Male: Total length 1.6mm. Gephalothorax, length 0.7mm, width 0.63mm. Abdomen, 
length 0.6mm, width O.fmm.Leg I 5.97mm (1.60 + 0.27 + 1.77 + 1.40 + 0.93). Leg II 
4.45mm (1.23 + 0.23 + 1.33 + 0.93 + 0.73). Leg III 3,.66mm, (1.00 + 0.23 + 0.97 + 0.83 + 
0.63). Leg IV 5.19mm, (1.43 + 0.23 + 1.50 + 1.23 + 0.80). Palp 0.96mm, (0.33 + 0.13 + 
020 + 0.30). Eyes; ratio of major diameters, AM:AL:P=4.0;4,5:3.0. Ratio of intervals, 
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AM-AM = 0.5, AM.AL —0.1, AL-P = 2.0, P-P = 0.2, AL-AL=4.0, Clypeus 7.0. 

Color in alcohol: Cephalothorax pale reddish brown. Both sides with uneven 
grey bands. Abdomen reddish brown, with several grey u-shaped wrinkles and black 
hairs. Legs and palps dull yellow, with black hairs. Bulb of palp yellowish grey. 

Cephalothorax longer than broad. Longitudinal median fovea with 3 hairs. Radiating 
grooves and cephalic suture absent. Axes of anterior lateral eyes intersect backwards. 
Posteriors run parallel. Palp; tibia with 3 acoustic setae and an apical spine dege¬ 
nerated into a hair and its basal segment very small. Maxillae, anterior ends widely 
separated. Labium is semicircular, wider than long 7:5 in ratio. Anterior margin 
rebordered. Sternum as long as wide. Anterior margin recurved. 

This species differs from Leptoneta melanocomata and Leploneta zenjoensis in 


following characteristics.
